Colonel Bryan Thomas Mahon, D.S.O., 
of the 8th (the King’s Royal Irish) Hussars, 
like many of the commanding officers now in 
South Africa, won distinction under Lord 
Kitchener in the Soudan. Colonel Mahon was 
in command of the cavalry that, under Sir 
Reginald Wingate, tracked the Khalifa and 
brought him to book near Gedid last November.

Another report has been received from Baden- 
Powell, dated May 13, giving the important 
news that before dawn on the 13th a storming 
party 250 strong, personally led by Eloff, rushed 
the pickets and got into Staat and  Pro- 
tectorate Camp from westward along Molopo 
Valley, strong musketry demonstration being 
made at same time along eastern part of our 
position. 

The western posts closed in and stopped 
Boer supports following up, thus cutting off 
Eloff’s retreat, while town defences stopped his 
further advance. 

His force got divided in darkness, and a strong 
party was pushed in between it, completely 
surrounding it. 

Fighting went on all day. 

Soon after nightfall two parties surrendered, 


Subsequently Colonel Mahon was sent in com- 
mand of an Egyptian force to El Obeid, which 
place he occupied on Dec. 17 last. He served 
with the Dongola Expeditionary Force in 1896 as 
Staff officer to Sir Herbert Kitchener, and was 
present at the engagements of Firket and Hafir.

" They were. Captain Marsh, of the Protectorate 
Regiment, at once opened fire from the foit on 
either side, cutting off and repulsing the main 
body of the Dutch, who, true to their usual 
tactics, kept well in the rear, but driving the 
vanguard of about 150, who were apparently for 
the most part Portuguese, Germans, and French, 
into the native location which they had burned.

Column Sped from Kimberley. 


Mr. Charles E. Hands, the daring Daily Mail 
Special, where grievous wound Lord Roberts 
mentioned, thus told how Colonel Mahen started 
on his mission: “Тһе Flying Mounted Column 
which was secretly and swiftly organised by 
General Sir Archibald Hunter for the relief of 
Mafeking started from Barkly on Friday last 
[May 4], and arrived here to-night [Vryburg, 
May 9], having covered over 130 miles in five 
days.

Lady Sarah Wilson Cheerful to the Last. 


. Te the same supremely popular ha'penny

Commander-in-Chief in India.—General Sir 
Arthur Power Palmer, K.C.B., has been appointed Com-

HE query reaching me from Derbyshire as to the 
price of a vertical churn is readily answered, for at 
last winter’s Dairy Show at Islington one of this 
pattern was brought to шу» notice. It has ve 
much to recommend it, for it is easy to work, an 

is very cheap compared with other so-called “ 
churns. Other advantages are that it is self-venti- 
lating, very easily cleaned, and by its use it is 
next to impossible to over-churn. There has been 
such a large demand that the manufacturers have been 
induced to put smaller sizes on the market. It will produce 
butter in from eight to ten minutes—this I know from per- 
sonal observation—and the whole process of churning can 
be watched. The grain of the butter made is excellent, and 
a very great advantage it has over many other churns 
is that the temperature can be taken and increased or 
reduced without stopping. I should also add that it churns 
at a very low temperature. The prices of the different sizes
